Since the di struct ion of tho Tips Foundry and Machine shops

by fire on Sept llth ,1 have made a oawful inspection of our plant to
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see what protection we have In case of ?ire.in the first place firen alwa> n break

oat whan least expeotedand at a tita whan few man are on hand to battle with it*

I find the moat likely plan for a fire to at art is under tho engine room floor

where the high voltage wires lead from the generators to the swltoh board*
Should a short ciroult ooouron any of htese wires from one cause or another it

would be Impossible to check the fire until all the generators oould be shut down*

This I Pear would give a fire too great a start before sufficient water oould

be put on to check It*The burning of this floor would ruin all our engines,genera-

-tors,switchboards,in fact the City would be plunged in darkness and without

power just as It was when tha daa was destroyed,except that tho water supply would

not bo effected.

Now alcnoe tha distraction of the tips machine shops,! have been Investigating
tho merits of fire extinguishers.On Sept 21st,I Invited tho A >mt of tho Seagraves
Plre Extinguisher Co ,of Coluabuo ,0h^o, to bring one three (?)gallon extlnguis-

-her to tho plant*I built a large fire out In tha open and had tho Agent show

as what his apparatus could do .Tho fire disappeared so quickly that I believe

tho City should loose no tiae In placing an order for ten (lO)throe ( 3) gallon

extinguishers ,to bo placed aa follows :

Two (2) In tho Boiler room*

Pour (4) In the Engine room*

Two (2) In tho cellar at tho foot of oaoh flight of steps.

All the engine oil lo kept In tho collar and water would only Bake tho fire

Spreadovor tbs whole oollarywhereas tho fire extinguisher would put It out*

One (l)oxtlngulshor In each work shop as our ooal oil and gasoline tanks are

kept the re. Water would bo of llttlo valuo on this building. The re fore,I recommend

tho purchase of ton(10)of tho throe (3) gallon "Seagraves Model Quick A eying

Plra Extinguishers",price ten dol? aro( $10«00)eaoh*
